Fifty-six  young  cohorts  turned  out  at  the  first  of  the  football  season, 
sixteen  of  these  being  lettermen.  With  Coach  Shores  and  Captain  Jervis  Gordon 
as  leaders,  the  boys  started  their  work.  The  team  had  a  very  successful  year, 
winning  ten  games  and  losing  only  one  and  that  to  Gaffney,  S.  C.  Hickory 
scored  3  76  points  the  whole  season  while  their  opponents  scored  only  28. 
Hickory  kept  every  team  except  Rutherfordton  and  Gaffney  from  making  a 
single  point.  Much  credit  is  due  to  Coach  Shores  for  his  hard  and  successful 
work  in  producing  one  of  Hickory  High's  best  teams  and  the  winner  of  the 
Western  Conference  title.
